We  will  offer  the  following  seeds  this  season.  Most  of  these  will  be  ready  for  delivery  by  Sept.  1.  They  should  be  planted  as  soon  as  received 
in  pots  or  beds  about  one  inch  deep  and  protected  from  birds,  dogs,  etc.  Most  of  them  will  germinate  in  this  climate  about  April  first,  but  some 
will  wait  another  year.  We  try  to  plant  all  our  Iris  seeds  not  later  than  Oct.  10.  We  do  not  like  to  plant  before  October  because  the  seeds  have 
sometimes  germinated  before  winter  and  then  the  little  seedlings  will  heave  out  and  die  during  the  winter  months. 

Our  bearded  Iris  collection  wiU  have  a  small  percentage  of  dwarfs,  a  few  intermediates,  but  mostly  seeds  from  the  large  and  tall  modern  hy¬ 
brids,  the  very  finest  varieties.  Of  course,  they  are  chance  seeds,  not  hand  crosses,  and  the  results  will  be  quite  interesting  to  observe.  Price 
of  these  seeds  per  packet  of  50  seeds  . . .
